There are- only two cities that I have Been 
in America that remind me of Washington 
in any respect, and tbe similarity rests 
solely in external appearance— they are 
Los Angeles and Denver. One shots, his 
eyes to bide the narrow, dirty streets of 
New Orleans and evao Boston, the self- 
constituted bnb of tbe universe, with its 
narrow, •crooked streets and ungainly 
buildings creates a most unfavorable im- 
pression ou one.

A Trapdoor In the Roof Seems to Be the 


Only Suggestion For a Means of Escape 
In Cooe tlie Stairway of a House In tne 
City Is on Fire During tbe Night. 
Two deaths from suffocation in a burn- 


ing dwelling hare again called the atten- 
tion of all thinking people to the fact 
that dwelling houses are not provided 
with any practical means of escape in 
case of fire occurring in the lower floor 
during tlie night. Investigation by a re- 
porter shows that the law is mute on 
the subject of escapes from dwellings. 
Neithei the laws governing the bureau of 
building inspectors nor those applying to 
the bureau of fire touch on the subject. 
Both bureaus agree m saying that some 
means of exit other than the stairways ^ ^^ _ 
should be pi ovided, and both favor the gyrup

It is stated on good authority that these 
trapdoors, while one of the best means 
of escape, can .ot be found in more than 
one house m 200 on the average through 
the city. 


Chief Baxter of the fire department 


and president of the buieau of fire 
escapes said: "There were 1,581 fires last 
year, and 48~i of those were in dwellings. 
Fortunately but few people met their 
deaths from dwelling house fires during 
tho j ear. This is not always the case, 
however, and I have seen qjute a large 
number of fatal results from such fires 
—the deaths a few years ago as the re- 
sult of tho fire in the King residence at 
Seventeenth and Pine streets, for in- 
stance, and many others not quite ao 
appalling nor of such prominence. In 
most of these cases the fatality would 
not have been so great had some meana 
of escape, other than stairways, been 
provided. 


"There certainly should be some new 


clause in our fire escape laws, and the 
niobt important one would be one re- 
qumng trapdoors m the roof of every 
hoube, or some equally teabible means of 
exit. The present laws are particularly 
stringent regarding fiie escapes on hotels 
in the city, but neglect altogether the 
dwellings. It would beem more proper 
to take csire of tho permanent population 
than transient visitors to the city, from 
which class the hotels derive their in- 
come. 


"Of the dwelling house fires which oc- 


curred last year," the chiei continued, 
"110 were caused by detective flues. It 
is tair to presume that the majority of 
firea troin thia caii&e occur at night aftei 
the fares ha\ e been faxed and the family 
has retired. In fixing heatei ia.es for the 
nifaht the general method used la to open 
wide the fins draft and close the bottom 
draft. The heat ascends up the chimney 
then, and any detect in the flue may 
cause a fare Befoie the family are 
awakened the whole lower room may be 
in faaiues. and escape by means of the 
stairway m.vy be impossible The family 
would then probably have to jump from 
the windows, unless the house had one 
of the illegal frame kitchens in the rear 


"They could then juiupon that and 


from there to the fence 
If trapdoors 


weie pi ovided m the root, however, they 
could easily ascend and escape either to 
an adjoining house or at least escape suf- 
focation by running along the roofs out 
of danger until the fiie department ar- 
rived 
These trapdoors have been sug- 


gested, but it is claimed that they would 
furnish means for burglars to enter the 
houses from those adjoining. The pop- 
ular sentiment, though, would seem to 
indicate that most people piefer to take 
chances ot being robbed of a few dollars 
than to take the rifak of being burned to 
death." 


Harmon Boorse a member of both 


buieau of building inspectors and the 
bureau of fire escapes, saul he had always 
been in favor of building trapdoors in 
every house 
"Tho law," he said, "for- 


bids the erection of framo kitchens, but 
at present these furnish the only means 
of escape from a dwelling after exit 
the stairway has been cut off. Statistics 
pro\e that fiie very seldom occtas in 
these outside kitchens A prominent m- 
suiance agent told me only a day or two 
ago " he continued, "that the majority 
of dwelling house fares weie caused by 
dfcf octi\ o fines m tho cellars where tho 
heater fluo enters the chimney "

The two chief intellectual stars, Jef- 


frey and Professor Wilson—the one near- 
ly 70, the other not far from 60. when 1 
first knew them—both worthy and wise, 
were cnxions contrasts in every possible 
way. 
The little lord was small and del- 


icate and dainty in build. Wilson—or 
Christopher North, as he was as often 
called—was a splendid athlete, tall and 
broad, who walked faster, ran faster 
and leaped higher than any one of his 
time; not knowing how to spend his 
health, strength and spirits; fair and 
blooming, too, us a girl, with hair which 
had been yellow, and when 1 know 1iim 
laid plentifully on his shoulders in gray 
locks.
